Jardine Complex construction project finally complete; 
students fill available spaces in all 14 buildings

Students have filled Jardine Apart- 
ment Complex's maximum capacity in 
its first year as a completely finished 
building. 

Jardine, located on Denison Ave- 
nue, is completely finished with con- 
struction and has been available for 
students to occupy all its living space 
since July 1, said Pat Cruso, assistant 
coordinator for community develop- 
ment. The apartment complex staff is 
still working on the landscaping and 
is almost finished with the inside of 
the complex's tower, which will serve 
as a student study space, Cruso said. 

Jardine has opened 14 new build- 
ings since its renovation, and opened 
its final building this year, Cruso said. 
The complex's capacity has reached 
its maximum this year, which is signif- 
icantly higher than last year's enroll- 
ment number, he said. Cruso said he 
thinks students are really enjoying the 
special features Jardine offers, which 
help it stand out compared to other 
off-campus complexes. 

"Jardine's atmosphere has 
changed a lot since last year because 
it's reached its full capacity," Cruso 
said. "I think our residents most def- 
initely enjoy the community feel we 
provide, and they feel like they're get- 
ting something unique. I think they're 
happy having their own space and 
participating in the events we put on, 
as well as the complex's beautiful ex- 
terior." 



Cruso said Jardine is a student- 
service center, which caters to what 
students need by providing a 24-hour 
maintenance and help staff. He said 
the complex also offers full ameni- 
ties and sponsors neighborhood and 
complex-wide programs and events 
for students to participate in. Students 
also take advantage of the wide out- 
door space the complex provides, he 
said. 

Some students said they appreci- 
ate the campus-affiliated, community 
feel of Jardine. 

"I think Jardine stands out from 
the other apartment complexes be- 
cause it's a lot like the residence halls," 
said Melissa Krebs, junior in elemen- 
tary education and Jardine resident. 
"Jardine provides social programs so 
everyone can meet each other, and 
there's more of a feeling of communi- 
ty to it. Everything's so nice and per- 
fect inside, too. I love it." 

Cruso said Jardine offers 56 var- 
ious floor plans, and allows its resi- 
dents the option of choosing a com- 
munity-like atmosphere, or a quieter, 
more private room. He said because 
Jardine represents residents from 50 
different countries, the complex pro- 
vides incredible diversity. 

Cruso said Jardine built a tempo- 
rary building for students to try out for 
the 2006-07 school year. Students be- 
gan moving into the actual complex 
during the 2007-2008 year.

"Healthy Willie Week" 
kicked off its third year of ex- 
istence by making information 
from campus health groups avail- 
able to students at Van Zile Hall 
on Tuesday.

Each group is student- 
led and sponsored by Lafene, 
according to the organizations' 
brochures. 

Ginger Bentley, senior in 
public health and nutrition, and 
Kelcii Peck, junior in food and 
nutrition, said their group, SNAC, 
provides peer education and pro- 
motes health through presenta- 
tions. These groups were creat- 
ed to help students make wise 
choices regarding their health by 
providing information and ser- 
vices. 

The health services had tables 
set up in Van Zile, where they of- 
fered pamphlets, flyers and bro- 
chures about various health sub- 
jects. Information about every- 
thing from healthy bones to "in- 
credible facts about men's bod- 
ies" was offered. Some groups 
handed out free items such as 
black mesh bags, band-aids, con- 



doms and feminine products. 

KISS is a program aimed at 
helping K-State students and fac- 
ulty to quit smoking, according 
to the group's brochure. Mem- 
bers accomplish this goal by 
planning one-on-one sessions 
with people who want their help. 
SNAC is a peer educator's group 
that promotes healthy diet choic- 
es and body image. SHAPE pro- 
vides resources to promote safe 
sex among students by dissemi- 
nating information about sexual- 
ly transmitted diseases and sex- 
ual health, according to its Web 
site. 

"Healthy Willie Week" 
will continue this week with 
booths from 4:30 to 6:30 p.m. 
on Wednesday at Kramer Dining 
Center and from 4:30 to 6:30 
p.m. on Thursday at Derby Din- 
ing Center. Lafene will have its 
annual Health Fair on Sept. 5.

After being delayed for 
more than an hour and a 
half, the K-State Black Stu- 
dent Union was forced to 
cancel the Talib Kweli lec- 
ture in Forum Hall.

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City discusses new Sonic, 
Wefald Park Pavilion

The Manhattan City Com- 
mission met Tuesday night 
and discussed the re-zoning 
of Westport South and ap- 
proved additional funding to 
The City Park Pavilion Proj- 
ect. 

The commission also re- 
viewed whether the prop- 
erties inside Houston and 
Pierre streets should become 
a residential historic district 
and debated over a memo- 
randum of agreement for the 
4th Street and Bluemont Av- 
enue Intersection Improve- 
ment Project. 

Currently, Westport 
South is a residential area 
but the city is moving to turn 
the area into a planned unit 
development district that 
would include a Sonic and 
Walgreens. 

According to the agenda, 
the Manhattan Urban Area 
Planning Board recommend- 
ed denial on the original pro- 
posal. The newer proposal 
featured several changes 
ranging from the original, in- 
cluding the planting of trees, 
the implementation of higher 
fences, and the creation of a 
better drainage system, which 
was a concern to residential 
areas adjacent to the area be- 
ing considered for develop- 
ment. 

Richard Charlie of Mc- 
Cullough Development, the 
company that has designed 
the Planned Unit Develop- 
ment, said McCullough De- 
velopment had two meetings 
with residents in the sur- 
rounding residential areas to 
hear their concerns and try 
to accommodate them. The 
motion carried five to zero. 

The commission also 
heard about the City Park 
Pavilion Project. Several 
speakers and commission- 
ers said City Commissioner 
Bob Strawn was committed 
to and had moved the proj- 
ect forward. The motion to 
accept public and private 



funds to develop the park 
carried four to zero with one 
abstention. The park will 
be called The Jon and Ruth 
Ann Wefald Park Pavilion, 
in memory of the influence 
the Wefald's have had on the 
Manhattan area. 

Later in the evening, the 
commission heard and ap- 
proved a proposal in which 
the state of Kansas will rec- 
ognize the properties be- 
tween Houston and Pierre 
streets as residential, historic 
district. 

Roger Seymor, Manhat- 
tan resident and owner of 
several properties inside and 
outside of the suggested his- 
toric district, voiced concern 
over the jurisdiction of the 
State of Kansas and his prop- 
erty owners. 

"I'm a believer in small 
government," he said. "This 
sounds like big government 
to me. I'm a social conserva- 
tive. This doesn't sound right 
to me." 

Other residents voiced 
their support of the idea to 
make the proposed area a 
historic district saying there 
was "no imaginary czar in 
Topeka that would mandate 
certain paint colors," and ar- 
gued that those opposed to 
this idea were pro-business 
with little concern for the 
well being of home owners. 

The motion carried three 
to zero with two abstentions. 

The city wants to turn the 
intersection at Forth Street 
and Bluemont Avenue into 
a roundabout. Some prop- 
erties will have to be moved 
because of federal laws that 
protect three of the proper- 
ties in the surrounding area. 
The motion passed three to 
two. 

During the consent agen- 
da, the part of the meeting 
where the commissioners 
approve items that have al- 
ready been reviewed, a wind 
turbine was approved to be 
installed on K-State property 
and will reduce energy costs 
in the Manhattan area.

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Student selected as one of four finalists 
for national FFA award; receives $750

Shane Blaes has been 
around tractors all his life. 
But there are a couple an- 
tiques in particular that 
captured his attention. 

Over the years, Blaes, 
sophomore in agronomy 
and agricultural education, 
has restored two family 
tractors for a project that 
has now qualified him for 
the national FFA Proficien- 
cy Award in the area of Ag- 
ricultural Mechanics Repair 
and Maintenance. 

Blaes developed his 
passion for mechanics on 
his family farm. He was a 
member of his hometown's 
4-H club and then restored 
two antique tractors on the 
farm during high school, 
which he used as his FFA 
project. 

Sharon Blaes, Shane's 
mother, said her son at- 
tended the Kansas State 
Fair one year, took a look at 
the restored tractors exhibit 
and said, "One of these days 
I'm going to do that." 

Since then, Shane has 
restored a 1944 John Deere 
Model B and a 1956 John 
Deere 720, both of which 
have served as a part of his 
Supervised Agricultural Ex- 
perience in the Cherryvale 
FFA Chapter. 

He has spent more than 
a thousand hours restoring 
the tractors and has kept ac- 
curate records of his work. 
His first tractor took him 
four-and-a-half months to 
restore. People have inter- 
viewed Shane at the chap- 
ter, district and state levels. 

According to Rosali 
Hunsinger, programmer for 
SAE at the national head-

quarters in Indianapolis, 
Shane was a state winner. 
He went through an inter- 
view process with 31 other 
applicants and was chosen 
as a national finalist. There 
are three other students 
who qualified for the na- 
tional award. 

Shane received $250 for 
his state winnings, and he 
also won $500 and a plaque 
for being chosen as a final- 
ist. 

If he wins the national 
title, Shane will receive an 
additional $500, a plaque 
and a chance to go to Costa 
Rica in June 2009. There, he 
will experience farming in a 
different culture, Hunsinger 



said. 

Prior to being recognized 
as a national finalist, Shane 
won titles at the Kansas 
State Fair, National Chev- 
ron Tractors Restoration 
Project, and he was featured 
on "Max's Tractor Shed" on 
RFD TV for his tractor proj- 
ects. 

Shane said even with all 
the titles, he was proud he 
could preserve two pieces of 
family history. 

"I knew hardly anything 
about mechanics before I 
started on these projects," 
he said. "So I had to learn 
just about everything as I 
went along." 

Shane said many people 



stopped by to see the prog- 
ress on the tractors, includ- 
ing those who helped. 

Considering the cost, 
time and emotional invest- 
ment Shane has put into his 
projects, he said he takes 
pride in restoring two pieces 
of family antiques. 

With all his heart poured 
into his passion, Shane was 
able to accomplish a goal by 
focusing on his project for 
long hours after school and 
many sacrifices. 

"There were a lot of 
things that I had to give up," 
he said. "I didn't see my 
friends a whole lot or put in 
near as many hours on the 
farm as I needed to."

Oil companies should not be criticized, 
scolded for achieving 'American dream' 



Oil companies want to 
make as much money as possi- 
ble, and this is not necessarily a 
bad thing. 

Our economy works best 
when everyone is free to make as 
much profit as their skills, intel- 
ligence and resources will allow 
them, as long as it is done fairly. 

So why do Democrats want 
to punish oil companies for liv- 
ing out one of the greatest Amer- 
ican ideals? 

Exxon Mobil posted a quar- 
terly profit of nearly $12 billion 
in July - the largest in history for 
a corporation - according to a 
New York Times article on Aug. 
1. With Americans still paying 
relatively high gas prices and the 
U.S. economy struggling, it's easy 
to see why some would feel ac- 
tion is necessary. 

But over the same period, 
Exxon also paid more than $10 
billion in income taxes - a rate 
of about 49 percent - and spent 
more than $115 billion to run its 
business. 

On average, the largest oil 
companies make only about 9.7 
percent more than they spend 
each year, slightly above average 
for an S&P 500 company. Many 
companies have much larger 
profit margins. 

Google, for instance, op- 
erates with a profit margin of 
about 25 percent, according to 
CNN on April 29. 

Yet Democrats, like presi- 
dential nominee Barack Obama, 
want to impose even higher tax- 



es on the oil companies. Obama 
has called for a $65 billion wind- 
fall profits tax on the largest oil 
companies and wants to redis- 
tribute the resulting funds in the 
form of a $1,000 rebate check to 
families. 

Obama's plan is a bad idea 
on many levels. First, additional 
taxes on oil companies inevita- 
bly will result in higher gas pric- 
es, as companies will have less to 
spend on new production. 

Second, one-time rebate 
checks rarely have the intend- 
ed effect. Consumers usual- 
ly save the money or use it to 
pay off debts. For example, ear- 
lier this year, the government 
sent out nearly $80 billion in re- 
bate checks in hopes of econom- 
ic stimulus, but less than $20 bil- 
lion of that went into the econ- 
omy as consumer spending, ac- 
cording to CNN on Aug. 6. 

Adding new taxes on oil 
companies essentially is pun- 
ishing them for making money. 
But basic economics tells us they 
should make money. They pro- 
duce a commodity that is of lim- 
ited supply and in high demand. 

Why penalize a company 
that is willing to invest hundreds 
of billions of dollars to bring us 
energy? 

Blaming oil companies for 
high gas prices is like blaming 
farmers for high food prices. 

When you go to the store 
and buy a gallon of milk or a loaf 
of bread you don't think, "Those 
farmers are ripping me off! They 



sit back in their smoke-filled 
rooms and decide how much the 
little guy is going to pay for food. 
The government needs to crack 
down on Big Farm and give 
some of their money to me." 

Oil is a commodity, bought 
and sold on the open market like 
wheat, copper and coal. If oil 
companies have such a huge in- 
fluence on price, why did they 
suddenly decide to start making 
more money this summer? 

It is true the oil market 
isn't a completely free one. The 
OPEC cartel accounts for about 
35 percent of the world's pro- 
duction, giving them a dispropor- 
tionate influence on the price of 
oil. 

Venezuela, who has the larg- 
est oil reserves in the Western 
Hemisphere, nationalized its oil 
industry last year, and Russia has 
made moves toward this goal as 
well. 

To combat this, the U.S. 
needs a comprehensive ener- 
gy policy. A policy that opens up 
more land for domestic and off- 
shore drilling, strengthens the 
dollar so we don't pay a premi- 
um for foreign oil, and invests in 
alternative sources of energy like 
coal, biofuels and nuclear. 

But most of all, we need a 
plan that doesn't punish compa- 
nies for making money.

Joel Campbell's column 
on the "handicap permit 
system" shows his youth, 
ignorance, bias and preju- 
dice. 

He states that the ADA 
is a "dramatically drawn- 
out Americans with Dis- 
abilities Act"?

Those ramps are helpful to 
delivery people too. It's a 
concept called Universal 
Design. I encourage Camp- 
bell to research it before he 
makes any further ridicu- 
lous, unqualified com- 
ments. 

I'd suggest he spends a 
week or two using a wheel- 
chair for mobility before he 
passes judgment on anyone. 
His editorial shows he is 
clueless regarding what it 
takes to live without the full 
use of one's limbs. I chal- 
lenge him to do this. And, 
I mean live every moment 
using that chair. Go to Ag- 
gieville, get your groceries, 
go to a sporting event, use a 
public restroom. Better yet, 
try and interview for a job.

In the 
disability community, the 
term "handicapped" is akin 
to using the term "colored" 
when referring to African 
Americans.

I also invite Campbell's 
friends at the Collegian to 
do so. They use the term 



"handicapped" all too often 
in your paper - in fact just 
earlier this week. There are 
some other terms that are 
offensive as well. I urge you 
to Google "Person First 
Language" and learn how 
to address people with dis- 
abilities appropriately. 

I don't even know 
where to start regarding 
Campbell's description of 
a "weakling chain smoker 
who is hunched over all 
the time and failed out of 
school because he couldn't 
read the 'Berenstain Bears' 
series ..." 

This was an attempt at 
humor, I suppose. How- 
ever, what it really shows 
is Campbell's contempt 
for people with disabili- 
ties. How sad, though it 
is an excellent example of 
the disdain and prejudice 
historically shown toward 
people with disabilities. 

He obviously wrote 
this article without much 
thought. Words have 
power, and his do noth- 
ing but evoke negative 
stereotypes. I invite him 
to come to my office and 
learn a little. Maybe he can 
then write another editorial 
that shows thoughtfulness, 
understanding, knowledge 
and empathy.

The first day of school 
is usually the easiest of the 
semester.

College teams from 
the BCS conferences ease 
their way into the season 
with a cupcake team in the 
beginning and postpone the 
major challenges for October 
and November. Last year, 
Kansas started the season 
by beating Central Michigan 
by 45 points. This year, the 
Jayhawks put a whippin' on 
Florida International. 

While I don't want to 
take anything away from 
KU's 12-month-long football 
tradition, K- State has chosen 
to be different. Last year 
the Wildcats opened the 
season on the road against 
Auburn, nearly defeating 
the once perfect-season, 
championship -snubbed 
Tigers. 

On Aug. 29, K-State beat 
North Texas by 39, which was 
still impressive even though 
the Mean Green were 2-10 
last year. Starting a season 
against a FCS - formerly 
Division 1-AA - team might 
give a team a win, but it does 
nothing to prepare a team for 
bigger games. 

K-State has realized that 
success is not only measured 
by wins and losses, but by 
the level of competition. A 
football season should be 
challenging not only in the 
last months of the year, but 
also from games one to 12. 

If the Wildcats were to 
play a team with little talent 
and no chance, the game 
would be a waste of time. A 
team as young and as fresh as 
this Wildcat team needed to 
start off against a team with 
a shot. North Texas isn't a 
powerhouse, but they did 
win four straight conference 
championships four years 
ago. 

Besides preparation, 
other teams should follow 
K-State's lead because the 
schools that were once 
automatic victories are now 
Cinderella stories. I'm sure 
Michigan would like to have 
a second chance against FCS 
Appalachian State. This year, 
reigning ACC champion 
Virginia Tech lost its opener 
against East Carolina. 

The days of major 
conference dominance 
is ending. Just being part 
of a BCS conference no 
longer entitles a team to 
respectability. K-State 
figured out that respect must 
be earned; and while 2007 
wasn't a great year for the 
Wildcats, they played some 
legitimate nonconference 
games. The lessons learned 
by the coaches and players 
should make 2008 a little 
more bearable.

Campbell mentors top freshman from Illinois

When the Wildcats kick off against 
Montana State at 6:05 p.m. on Saturday 
at Snyder Family Stadium, senior Ian 
Campbell will line up once again at his 
most natural position - defensive end. 

The Cimarron, Kan., native originally 
played on the line, but when the new 
3-4 defensive scheme was implemented 
last year, he played most of last season's 
snaps as outside linebacker. 

Campbell said he is excited to be 
moving back to his original position, but 
with the arrival of freshman defensive 
end Brandon Harold, he also has 
become a mentor for the 6-foot-6-inch 
tall, 264-pound prospect from East St. 
Louis, 111. 

"Harold, I think, is probably one 
of the more talented guys we have on 
our team," Campbell said. "At his age, 
and his aggressiveness that he already 



shows, I think the sky is the limit for 
that kid." 

Harold showed some of that 
aggressiveness last week against North 
Texas, when he tallied three tackles in 
his Wildcat debut, one of which came in 
the backfield. 

Campbell also caused havoc in the 
Mean Green backfield, recording his 
17th career sack. 

Harold, under the tutelage of one of 
the best walk-ons in Wildcat football 
history, said he learns as much as he can 
from the All-Big 12 defender. 

"It's real good learning from him and 
just watching him," Harold said. "Work 
on something little that he does and try 
to focus on that day to day. 

"As long as I'm just paying attention 
and talking to him, it's not going to do 
anything but help me because there is 
a big difference from high school to 
college." 

Scouts have compared Harold to 



former K-State defensive end Darren 
Howard, who is entering his ninth 
season in the NFL. Campbell said he 
sees how good Harold can be, but he 
knows he has to help keep him focused 
on the task at hand. 

"I've been very positive of Brandon 
but also very critical of Brandon 
because I see how much potential he 
has," Campbell said. "Generally, you 
don't want to tell a young kid too much 
too early because they might not keep 
the drive or motivation, but I think he'll 
keep pressing himself." 

As Harold gets ready to make his 
second appearance on Saturday against 
Montana State, Campbell said any 
opponent could be in big trouble if they 
treat Harold as a rookie. 

"I think if they take him lightly as 
a freshman, they'll be sorely mistaken 
on that play," Campbell said. "They 
probably won't make the same mistake 
on the next one."

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Canvas your art options 



Painting can 
relieve stress

The rush of new ideas, the excitement 
of that first brush stroke, the endless pos- 
sibilities of a blank canvas - the world 
of canvas painting is boundless. It allows 
people to be themselves without fear of 
judgement or reprimand, because art has 
no wrong answers. 

College can be stressful for students 
with full schedules as they rush to get as- 
signments turned in and study for tests. 
These are the students who need to slow 
down and enjoy a pastime with no dead- 
lines, grades or restrictions on creativity. 

Canvas painting offers a broad range 
of options for beginners who aren't sure 
what type of art they would like to pursue. 
Normally, you need to know how to draw 
fairly well before using paint, but drawing 
isn't necessary if you don't enjoy it. 

WHERE TO SHOP 

For a variety of paints, canvases and 
tools, Hobby Lobby has the widest selec- 
tion, but if you are looking for lower prices, 
then Wal-Mart might be a better choice. 
However, Nancy Morrow, associate pro- 
fessor of art and Abbey Prockish, junior in 
elementary education and a canvas artist, 
said they both use Varney's Bookstore in 
Aggieville for their art needs. 

"Varney's has been really great about 
ordering things I've needed, but I also or- 
der a number of materials online," Morrow 
said. 

Prockish said she used Varney's to buy 
an oil painting kit that she used in several 
art classes. Oil was also one of her favorite 
mediums to work with. 

PAINT SELECTION 

To start off with, you will need to pick 
up some general supplies. First, select 
which paint medium you would like to use. 
There are watercolors, pastels, acrylic, oils 
and water-based oils. Some artists prefer 
acrylics for beginners because the paints 
clean up easily and dry quickly. Morrow 
said she thinks oil is the most appropriate 
for beginning painters. 

"It blends the easiest, offers rich surface 
and color and allows layers to be built up 
without becoming leathery," she said. 

COLOR PALETTE 

Don't forget to pick up a paint palette 
when choosing paints. You could splurge 
and get a dark, wooden palette or go the 
cheaper route and get a plastic tray or even

use paper plates. Whatever you use, be 
sure to leave enough room to mix colors 
and rest your brushes. 

CANVAS SIZE 

After deciding on your paint, select the 
size of canvas to paint on. Canvases come 
in all shapes and sizes, from the size of a 
standard business card to much larger 
wall-size canvases. If you are a bit more 
experienced and would like to get creative, 
try following Morrow's example and paint 
on birch panels for a smooth, hard surface. 



Birch also allows the artist to erase mis- 
takes with an electric sander. 

EXTRA TOOLS 

If you think you could paint with it, 
you probably can. Brushes, rags, painting 
knives, rollers or even classic finger paint- 
ing can all be cheap, fun resources when 
trying to paint on canvas. Just be sure the 
paint will wash off whichever tool is used, 
unless you want to be caught red-handed 
with your roommate's favorite wool sweat- 
er drenched in pastel acrylics.

Student watches U.S. athletes win Olympic medals

Ni hao, Wildcats! 

I am writing this column from my seat in the 
national stadium at the 2008 Beijing Olympic 
Games. Commonly called the "Bird's Nest" 
here in the People's Republic of China, I sat in 
this massive arena surrounded by spectators 
from every corner of the globe who tirelessly 
cheered on athletes from their home nations. 

I have just seen the fastest man in the world 
- Jamaica's Usain Bolt - and his teammates 
set a world record in the men's 4-by-100 meter 
relay, and I've heard the cries of excitement 
ring off the arena's walls. 



Several days later, I thought back on the 
once-in-a-lifetime experience I'd had at the 
Olympic Games. As I watched the best ath- 
letes in the world perform on their interna- 
tional stage, I was impressed by their talents 
and dedication in events like the pole vault, 
javelin throw and long jump. 

When the U.S.' Brian Clay received his gold 
medal for triumphing in the decathlon, I sung 
my heart out to our national anthem, a mo- 
ment I will never forget. 

The previous evening, I had attended the 
gold medal matches of men's freestyle wres- 
tling. I was a wrestler in high school, so I un- 
derstood the intimate details of what the ath- 
letes were feeling and thinking. 

During the final bout between Georgia and 
Russia, the crowd was bouncing with anticipa- 
tion. At the sound of the final buzzer everyone 
was on their feet celebrating the victory of the 
Georgian. 

These men had left the political problems 
of their conflicting nations behind; their hand- 
shake at the end of the match seemed truly 
sincere and helped me visualize an important 
aspect of the Olympic Games: Bringing the 
world together in a time of so much divisive- 
ness. 

The Chinese Olympics committee has cho- 
sen the words "One World, One Dream" as 



their 2008 Olympics motto. It is my dream to 
see that world realized. 

I will be staying in the People's Republic of 
China for four months, and during that time I 
hope to acquire a glimpse of the mindset that 
the average Chinese citizen holds toward his 
fellow man and his government. 

I already have made significant progress 
by simply sitting on the side streets eating ice 
cream with local children and regularly prac- 
ticing Tai Chi with an elderly couple in the 
park. 

My intensive language classes will give me a 
tool to reach out to an ancient civilization that 
is quickly transforming into a world power. 

I also will take governmental, political and 
legal classes from local professors to help me 
work toward my final goal of a career in inter- 
national nuclear policy. 

If you knew me in Manhattan, you might 
remember the skip in my step and the smile on 
my face. As an Olympic audience member and 
a Shanghai University student, I honestly can 
say that my skip and smile have never been 
bigger.

David Kozar was se- 
lected as one of only 60 Ro- 
tary World Peace Fellows in 
the world to study conflict 
resolution and peacemak- 
ing at the Rotary Center for 
International Studies at the 
University of Queensland 
in Brisbane, Australia. 

"I was really excited 
when I found out I won" 
Kozar, K- State graduate 
and program assistant for 
continuing education, said. 
"I knew I wouldn't be able 
to get this kind of education 
without it. It's a once-in-a- 
lifetime thing. It's such an 
honor to receive this award 
because it gives me a spe- 
cial standing in the field of 
conflict resolution, and will 
allow me to continue my 
work in Bosnia." 

TOP OF HIS FIELD 

The peace fellowship is 
the most competitive schol- 
arship available, Kozar said. 
It pays for a field-research 
project, in addition to a 
master's degree. He said he 
hopes to use his scholar- 
ship to continue his work in 
community reconciliation 
in post-war countries. He 
will leave for his fellowship 



February 2009. 

Kozar, who majored in 
Spanish and international 
studies and also has com- 
pleted K-State's certificate 
program in conflict reso- 
lution, was one of only 10 
Americans to obtain the 
Rotary award. He said the 
scholarship is designed for 
its recipients to achieve a 
master's degree in conflict 
resolution and the scholar- 
ship required a year-long 
application process of in- 
terviews and result antici- 
pation. 

Over the past seven 
years, Kozar said he has 
spent his time with Training 
Workshops International, 
a program he works for in 
Bosnia with inter-ethnic 
children's camps and adult 
seminars. The program is 
designed to join people with 
different ethnicities and re- 
ligious beliefs. He has also 
produced a film about the 
post-war situation in Bos- 
nia and works with several 
campaigns to catch Bosnian 
criminals. 

Kozar is a U.S. coor- 
dinator for the Center for 
Balkan Development and 
works with the Interna- 
tional Criminal Tribunal in 
an attempt to locate sus- 
pected war criminals from 



the sectarian violence in 
the former Yugoslavia. He 
said he began working with 
these two organizations as 
a volunteer in 2005, after 
discussing why it is impor- 
tant to catch war criminals 
in numerous public-relation 
campaigns. 

THE NEXT LEVEL 

The most rewarding as- 
pect of his fellowship will 
be the higher level of edu- 
cation he will receive, Ko- 
zar said. He also said he is 
looking forward to applying 
his education to helping 
those in conflict or social 
unrest. 

"I'm most passionate 
about trying to help people 
have a better life for them- 
selves," he said. "I feel a call- 
ing to help people in places 
most people don't want 
to go to. If my work gets 
done and no one knows my 
name, I'd be fine with that. 
I have the ability to be re- 
silient in tough situations in 
order to help others." 

Those who work with 
Kozar admire his diligent 
work ethic, empathetic lis- 
tening skills and uncondi- 
tional compassion for peo- 
ple. 

"David is able to detach 
himself of the aggressors," 



said Bobby Houser, presi- 
dent of Training Workshops 
for the Children. Kozar 
worked with her in the Bal- 
kans. 

"I encouraged him to go 
around the world and serve 
our country because he has 
such a keen, kind and sym- 
pathetic ear," Houser said. 
"When you're working in 
international business, the 
key is to be open to every- 
body, and David is. He is a 
kind listener and can hear 
all sides of the story. 

"The fellowship will al- 
low him to share different 
levels of conversation with 
people. It's a great oppor- 
tunity for him to leave the 
country and help others 
again. I'm so proud of Da- 
vid." 

Kozar said he plans to 
continue working in the 
field of conflict resolution 
and community reconcilia- 
tion and traces his passion 
in conflict resolution and 
peacemaking back to his 
family. 

"I became interested in 
all of this for personal rea- 
sons," he said. "My family 
comes from Yugoslavia, and 
I realized that if my parents 
made a different choice, I 
could be one of those peo- 
ple I'm helping now."

Though the IFC doesn't set policies, 
its mission is to guide Greek chapters and 
promote Greek awareness and advance- 
ment. 

The Phi Kappa Alpha - Pike - chap- 
ter has taken its recruits to a Royals game 
and invited them to dinners to get to know 
each recruit on a personal basis. 

Justin Bastin, Pike recruitment chair, 
said the chapter plans events in different 
towns to appeal to a broader audience. 

"Quality guys in our house is the driv- 
ing force (behind our recruitment)," Bas- 
tin said. "It's important to see their per- 
sonality and recognize each person as an 
individual." 

Recent Acacia House events have in- 
cluded an "open house," as well as pro- 
viding a "boar-b-q" for recruits, neighbors 
and friends, where they cook and eat a 
boar. 

Acacia has a different approach on 
recruitment. Rocky Keyes, recruitment co- 
ordinator of Acacia, said the fraternity re- 
cruits mainly during the spring and sum- 
mer semesters.
